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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 


DIPHTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS  IMMUNISATION ; 
POLIOMYELITIS , SMALLPOX,  MEASLES  AND  RUBELLA  VACCINATION 


Protection  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus, 
smallpox,  measles  and  rubella  is  available  from  family  doctors  and  child  wel- 
fare centres. 

Polio  protection  is  available  up  to  the  age  of  40  and  to  certain  priority 
groups  over  that  age.  The  vaccine  may  be  had  either  by  injection  or  by  mouth. 

During  1972,  the  immunisation  of  school  entrants  was  continued.  This  work 
was  carried  out  within  the  schools  on  a sessional  basis  and  is  reflected  in  the 
general  immunisation  statistics  for  the  area.

During  1972  protection  against  tuberculosis  continued  to  be  offered  in 
accordance  with  County  Council  policy  to  all  school  children  aged  11  years  and 
over  • 


A skin  test  is  carried  out  first  to  s«e  whether  or  not  a child  has  developed 
a degree  of  natural  immunity.  Where  this  indicates  the  need  for  protection, 
vaccination  is  then  carried  out. 

Of  the  244  children  tested  during  1972,  181  were  vaccinated. 

Children  who  are  absent,  or  not  vaccinated  for  such  medical  reasons  as 
intercurrent  infection,  skin  conditions,  etc.  are  usually  taken  up  at  subsequent 
sessions  .

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT 


A.  Hospitals 

The  Richardson-Bede  Hospital  complex  has  82  beds  which  is  a most  valuable 
asset  to  the  community. 

B.  Laboratories 


Public  Health  Laboratories  are  available  at  Northallerton  and  Newcastle- 
on-Tyne . 

Facilities  are  also  provided  at  Bishop  Auckland  General  Hospital,  Pathological 
Department  for  urgent  bacteriological  examinations. 

C.  County  Council  Services 

In  his  quarterly  reports  to  the  Area  Health  Sub-Committee  the  County  Medical 
Officer  includes  most  of  the  following  information  about  Health  Services  in  the 
area. 

1.  Ambulance  Facilities 


Barnard  Castle  urban  and  rural  districts  are  served  by  two  ambulance  depots, 
three  ambulances  and  six  driver-attendants. 

2.  Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery  Services 

The  District  Nurse  Midwives  practice  domiciliary  midwifery  and  carry  out 
general  home  nursing  as  required  and  are  now  alligned  to  general  medical  practices 
instead  of  working  widely  throughout  the  District. 

3.  Health  Visiting 

The  number  of  Health  Visitors  in  the  area  varied  during  1972  as  they  were 
alligned  to  general  practices  rather  than  strictly  geographically  distributed. 
Their  routine  duties  include  visits  to  mothers  and  children,  tuberculosis 
patients,  the  mentally  subnormal,  school  children  and  the  aged. 

4.  Domestic  Help  Service 


Assistance  is  provided  in  the  home  when  necessary  on  account  of  old  age, 
home  confinement  or  illness.  During  1972,  help  was  provided  at  18  homes  by  15 
home  helps. 

5.  Child  Welfare  Centres 


A Baby  Clinic  and  Antenatal  Clinic  are  provided  by  the  family  doctors  in  the 
town,  with  a health  visitor  and  district  nurses  in  attendance. 
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SECTION  II 


GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  C IRCUMSTANCES 


Water  Supply 


Water  is  impounded  in  reservoirs  in  the  upper  reaches  of  the  Tees  Valley, 
treated  at  Lartington  and  distributed  in  the  urban  area  by  the  Tees  Valley  & 
Cleveland  Water  Board.  The  water  is  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  and 
gravitates  to  all  parts  of  the  town. 

Closet  Accommodation 


With  the  exception  of  three  premises  which  have  pail  privies  all  properties 
have  water  closets.  The  three  premises  with  pail  closets  are  in  such  a position 
that  difficulties  are  experienced  in  discharging  to  the  Council’s  sewers . 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


The  Council  supply  polythene  bin  liners  for  dustbins  provided  by  the 
owners.  These  are  removed  together  with  trade  refuse  once  a week  with  a limited 
number  twice  a week,  in  two  20  cubic  yard  S & D Pakamatic  refuse  vehicles. 

Larger  articles  are  removed  on  request  in  a Karrier  10  cubic  yard  side  loader. 
During  the  year  two  5 cubic  yard  skips  with  lids  were  sited  on  land  in  the  area 
for  the  reception  of  garden  and  other  household  refuse  and  these  are  emptied 
weekly  or  more  often  as  necessary.  The  provision  of  these  skips  has  reduced 
very  considerably  the  amount  of  rubbish  dumped  in  hedge  backs  and  it  is  proposed 
in  1973  to  provide  another  two  skips. 

All  the  above  rubbish  is  deposited  by  agreement  with  the  Barnard  Castle 
Rural  District  Council  on  their  refuse  tip  at  Cragg  Wood,  Cockfield,  which  is 
nine  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  town.

Fourteen  dwellings  built  by  private  enterprise  were  completed  and  occupied 
during  the  year. 

Housing  Units  Lost  During  the  Year 


Three  units  of  accommodation  were  lost  to  other  uses  during  the  year. 
Cambridge  House,  a Durham  County  Council  hostel,  was  demolished  and  rebuilding 
of  Stoneleigh  proceeded  during  the  year.

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Housing  by  the  Council 


The  18  flats  in  Dunelm  Court  and  34  houses  and  bungalows  at  Kalafat,  Crook 
Lane,  were  in  the  process  of  erection  and  some  were  nearing  completion  in 
December,  1972. 

Work  on  the  roads  and  sewers  on  the  Goods  and  Passenger  Station  land, 
purchased  from  the  British  Railways,  were  sufficiently  advanced  for  the 
industrial  part  to  be  sold  and  26  sites  were  sold  on  the  remaining  land  to 
private  individuals  to  build  bungalows.  Two  of  the  bungalows  being  erected  on 
the  site  were  completed  and  occupied  during  1972,  the  remainder  were  in  various 
stages  of  planning  and  building. 

Due  to  the  removal  of  the  coal  depot  the  roads  and  sewers  were  laid  to  the 
remainder  of  the  land  and  planning  approval  for  a further  eight  bungalow  sites 
was  obtained.  Planning  approval  for  the  remainder  of  the  land  is  being 
negotiated. 

Four  Council  houses  were  sold  to  the  tenants  at  full  District  Valuer’s 
valuation.  The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council's  waiting  list  was  193, 
compared  with  164  at  the  end  of  1971.  Broken  down,  the  list  is  as  follows:
